The Earth: Its Structure 


The following are brief descriptions 
four films designed provide 
overview survey the earth and its 
major features.

The outstanding characteristic the 
FSI system that stresses the idio- 
matic use the foreign language from 
the beginning. not keyed teach 
the students read the literary master- 
pieces, but understand and express 
themselves fluently and with 
native pronunciation. Hence, idiomatic 
expressions are learned first; they 
not come advanced stage learn- 
ing after the proper literal and/or lit- 
erary translations have been studied. 


Treatment Grammar 

There progressive, practical de- 
velopment grammar throughout the 
dialogs and exercises.

Grammar taught inductively. The 
explanation particular point

Grammatical explanations are limited 
the indispensable; they are confined 
Qualifications, exceptions, applications 
other areas are left for the specific 
place where they arise. 

Rules grammar are stated plain 
language; they are set forth largely 
through synoptical charts and terms 
that may not require any elaboration 
the part the instructor. Any 
eighth grader should able under- 
stand them. Technical vocabulary 
carefully avoided. 


ADAPTING THE METHOD 

For reasons obvious from the pre- 
ceding description and the absence 
authoritative textbooks with the 
aural-oral approach the high school 
level, chose the Foreign Service In- 
stitute basic course. was, however. 
obvious that certain important adapta- 
tions were necessary. 

The FSI course designed for ma- 
ture and scholarly college graduates 
meeting classes not exceeding six 
persons, studying foreign language in- 
tensively for from six nine hours 
every day, thinking constantly about 
foreign countries, and having wealth 
graphic materials about the whole 
world immediately their disposal.

USE THE LABORATORY 

Five periods week are assigned 
foreign language.

The actual utilization time 
depends upon the length, importance. 
and complexity the 
studied. general, each unit presup- 
poses minimum six hours between 
lectures and laboratory work, plus four 
five hours private study. pe- 
riods are minutes length, which 
only are practically available for 
instruction, ten periods (360 minutes 
six hours) must used cover 
unit. Under ideal conditions, this would 
two weeks. matter fact, each 
lesson usually requires about two and 
half weeks. If, for any reason, the unit 
cannot finished two and half 
weeks, omit certain drills and ex- 
ercises which cannot handled ade- 
quately large class the lab- 
oratory; for example, the narratives and 
dialogs the Conversation Stimulus.

First Week 

One laboratory period for concluding 
the previous unit started two and half 
weeks earlier.

Three classroom periods for teaching 
the dialog the new unit and finishing 
the previous unit.

Monitoring and Marking 

Through the “intercom” system the 
laboratory, the teacher may address all 
the students get touch with them 
individually. the latter instance, 
may just without the student’s 
knowing it, may talk the stu- 
dent and get response from him.

Hence, both class- 
room and laboratory periods should 
start with 5-to-10-minute review 
materials previously covered. dialog 
usually consumes about five minutes, 
allowing for the student make his 
own recording the interval between 
one prerecorded sentence and the next.

The methods which school at- 
tempts carry out its mission are 
many and varied, for teaching requires 
knowledge content, the learning 
process, and educational techniques.

However, for 
our purposes, one specific educational 
technique the use audio-visual aids 
way make teaching easier, well 
more effective. None the uses 
audio-visual materials which will sug- 
gested purports the only one 
suited for particular class. The choices 
are merely indicative several possi- 
bilities among many. 


What Audio-Visual Aids Contribute 
Many studies have been made test 
the values various kinds audio- 
visual materials: photographs, motion 
pictures, educational television, film- 
strips, recordings, tapes, models, role- 
playing, etc. The Encyclopedia Edu- 
cational Research lists seven proved 
contributions such materials: (1) re- 
duce verbalism; (2) offer high degree 
interest; (3) make learning more 
permanent; (4) provide reality ex- 
periences, stimulating self-activity; (5) 
develop continuity thought; (6) con-

Federal aid education has ap- 
peared with renewed vigor the 
political arena recent weeks. Presi- 
dential support specific legislation, 
fulfillment campaign promise, 
adds new force the already well 
organized campaign for federal funds 
for public elementary and secondary 
schools. 

The problem federal aid edu- 
cation extremely complex. Un- 
fortunately, many the arguments 
being presented both for and against 
the legislation are oversimplified and 
too frequently emotional. There are 
sound arguments from the point 
view economics and government 
against federal aid. There are valid 
the common good. The necessity for 
federal aid, however, has not been 
clearly demonstrated. Despite 
major concern today with the type 
aid given and with its extent. 

federal aid education becomes 
national policy, the legislation which 
makes operative should based 
clude: 

The family has the primary 
right and obligation educate its 
children. This has been upheld 
the Supreme Court the United 
States. 

Parents have freedom 
according the American tradition, 
means attain their goals. 

The state has the right re- 
quire minimum level education 
for all children, since this neces- 
sary for the common good. 

Since the state has the right 
demand minimum amount edu- 
cation for all children, and since the 
law the land guarantees parents 
the right choose the kind edu- 
cation they wish for their children, 
would seem that the state has 
obligation make possible economi- 
cally the exercise the rights 
parents. 

The President and many others 
hold that direct aid church-related 
schools unconstitutional. Public 
opinion and the past policy the 
Catholic bishops appear against 
such direct aid. But would seem 
that justice parents who choose

send their children 
related schools should receive 
type financial assistance. 

Financial assistance can grant: 
making direct grants any 
The principle has been 
the college level. The G.I. bill 
vided for assistance 
students which they might use tie 
college their choice. Such aid 
parents elementary and 
school children would permit pay- 
ment costs for instruction which 
are now borne the parents adci- 
tion taxes for the support the 
public schools. 

The present view federal aid 
might also very well include con- 
sideration indirect aid the form 
free textbooks, bus rides, health 
services, testing programs, and the 
like for children the non publicly 


supported schools. Such assistance 


could provided through states 
condition for receiving federal 
grants for public schools. 

Another possibility for some ap- 
proach equity would tax relief 
for parents who choose send their 
children schools other than those 
provided the state. Income tax 
credits for tuition would aid 
many parents. 

The proposed legislation touches 
only part the problem school 
aid. will assist public schools 
providing for increased enrollments 
but does nothing for church-related 
schools which are growing more 
rapid rate than the public schools. 
will assist colleges and universities 
regardless their type control, 
and will assist able college students. 
These nondiscriminatory features 
the plan for higher institutions are 
commended. 

Educators have responsibility for 
leadership assembling and 
ing the complete data and analyzing 
objectively for lay groups all the 
issues federal aid education. 
The responsibility includes 
formulating legislative 
which are harmony with 
lished principles and which are 
ible within the framework 
constitution.

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After studying the topography 
the United States political-physi- 
cal maps their textbooks, the 
students made large papier-mache 
map. They brought records and sheet 
music folk songs; wrote letters, and 
searched the library for material 
resources.

Because natural features are related 
cultural features, began our study 
the United States with resource 
unit topography. Through this unit 
the children acquired clearer idea 
land forms, climate, rocks and minerals, 
soil, water, native plant and animal life. 
This knowledge provided 
ground for more detailed study the 
cultural features which include all the 
signs man’s use the land. Many 
skills were developed 
learned locate chief surface features, 
rivers, lakes, and seas. They became 
skillful reading maps and relating 
map symbols the real thing they rep- 
resent. They also achieved ability 
read with understanding, express 
their and co-operate with 
others. 


Initiating the Unit 

Are there not many among who 
travel far places see wonders and 
yet miss the beauty around our own 
front door? For this reason began 
our study the United States’ to- 
pography studying the terrain 
our own community. Armed with ge- 
ographies, paper and pencil, hiked 
James’s Hill about one fourth mile 
beyond our school. Here the children 
viewed the countryside with its hills, 
valleys, beautiful Ohio River, and the 
lowlands across the river Kentucky. 
Then each child made pencil sketch 
the terrain. 

This excursion led the study the 
political-physical maps given our 
textbook. When the children were able 
interpret the map, decided 
make enlarged dimensional papier- 
maché map United States’ topogra- 
phy. Since there were ten pupils the 
class, was decided that they work 
pairs, each pair taking one the 
five natural regions. Limiting concen- 
tration one region gave each child 
opportunity learn more about his 
section. Afterward the children could 


share their knowledge with each other 
each pupil was required give 
report describing the most interesting 
features his section. 

Materials used the construction 
the map were heavy cardboard, 
in., newspaper, mesh screening, 
paste, and paint. drew large out- 
line map the United States the 
cardboard. Next fastened pieces 
screen the mountainous regions 
serve skeletal framework for the 
mountains. The newspaper was torn into 
small pieces and boiled 
minutes. After draining, the paper was 
mixed with good supply home- 
made paste. make the paste, put 
two tablespoons powdered alum into 
two quarts water and bring boil. 
After mixing one pint flour with 
little water make paste, add the 
alum solution, stirring constantly. Cook 
this for minutes. Then add drops 
oil cloves and small amount 
liquid glue. took three days for the 
map dry. The children then painted 
the map using the same color scheme 
the textbook map. When the map 
was completed and mounted, each child 
explained the main features his 
region. This explanation was followed 
discussion periods which involved 
related subjects science, history, and 
human interest. 


Our textbook has described the 
pography the United States terms 
fine natural regions. Some the 
children’s reports were the terrain 
while others were the water systems 
the corresponding region. 

the Northeast and Great Lakes 
region, attention was drawn 
irregular Atlantic coastal line along 
Maine. The Appalachian Mountain: 
with their various ranges were dis- 
cussed. studying the Green Moun- 
tains note was taken the valuable 
building stone found there. 
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esting feature the White Mountains 
was Profile Mountain with its “Old Man 
the Mountain.” Notice was taken 
the Mohawk Valley the natural break 
between the Appalachian system and the 
dividing line for the Adirondack and 
Catskill Mountains. The Keeweenaw 
Peninsula Lake Superior was pointed 
out for its famous copper mines. 

The Great Lakes, their glacial origin, 
the St. Mary’s, St. Clair, and the St. 
Lawrence Rivers, well Niagara 
were considered great length. 
study the Hudson, Mohawk, and 
Rivers offered geological and 
historical interests. 

was discovered that the Central 
Region owed much its phys- 
ical features the Glacial Epoch. The 
rolling plains well the Bad Lands 
received notice. Lignite and petrified 
forests came into view here. 

Rivers which were especially men- 
tioned this region included the Min- 
nesota; the Missouri, which formed 
the joining the Jefferson, Gallatin, 
and the Madison; the Ohio, which 
the joining the Allegheny 
and the Monongahela; the Wabash; the 
Big Sandy; the Tennessee; the Green 
River; and the Cumberland River. 

The terrain the South included 
such topics the Piedmont Plateau, 
Atlantic Coastal Plain, Gulf Coastal 
Plain, and the Mississippi Delta region. 
Mountains discussed were the Blue 
Ridge Mountains; the Great Smoky 
Mountains, with Mount Mitchell, the 
highest summit east the Mississippi 
River; Cumberland Mountains, with the 
Cumberland Gap; the Ouachita; and 
the Boston Mountains. Texas was ob- 
served the meeting place four 
great natural regions: the Coastal 
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Plains, the North Central Plains, the 
Great Plains, and the Trans-Pecos. The 
Black Belt Alabama was also inter- 
esting the children. 

The Mississippi River, with its 250 
tributaries was found worthy its 
name “Father the Waters.” The 
Everglades Florida brought the 
topic “cypress knees.” The James 
River, formed the Jackson and Cow- 
pasture Rivers, brough mind James- 
town, the first English settlement. 
course, the Rio Grande could not 
overlooked. 

Many “ups and downs” were experi- 
enced traveled across the Western 
Interior with its great mountains and 
Great Basin. The Great Basin was 
found unproductive but rich 
minerals. The Rocky Mountains were 
calculated have peaks more than 
14,000 feet high. The Big Horn Moun- 
tains brought the incident between 
General Custer and Chief Sitting Bull. 
Pikes Peak recalled Zebulon Pike. The 
Bitterroot Range reminded Lewis 
and Clark. Mt. Rushmore Memorial 
the Black Hills was fascinating. Ex- 
tremely interesting the children was 
Carlsbad Caverns. 

felt were getting into 
“hot water” entered Yellowstone 
Park and counted its hot springs, gey- 
sers, lakes, and rivers. The Grand 
Canyon, cut the Colorado River, 
was magnificent sight. Great Salt 
Lake was found have interesting 
origin. The children noticed that the 
need for irrigation caused many dams 
built this area. 

Along the Pacific coastal Line 
found two great mountain ranges, the 
Cascades and the Sierra Nevadas. “High 
points” the ranges were Mt. Rainier,

What Symbolism? 

What meant symbolism and 
what are its divisions? avoid the 
pitfall met one writer who tried 
define fifteen kinds ambiguity only 
find himself the creator many 
more kinds, shall confine this discus- 
sion three types: poetic figure, ex- 
tended metaphor (fable and parable), 
and metaphysical symbol. 


Poetic Figures 

Young people who shy away from 
poetry often because they not 
understand poetic figure. “Only lovers 
wear sunlight” seems ridiculous 
youngster who has been trained think 
only rationally. One 
streams light and wisdom will never 
opened the mind, training 
poetic figure neglected. Poetry na- 
tive the very love 
memorize and recite it. junior high 
school interest poetry begins level 
off and occasionally disappear alto- 
gether. Here pupils could introduced 
figures speech, especially metaphor 
and simile. Exercises which these 
symbols are found within the language 
arts which lists figures are com- 
posed are stimulating practices. 

Ordinarily the figures speech are 
formally taught the eleventh grade. 
but this seems late. The student has 
been introduced types literature 
the freshman and sophomore years 
and has come think types apart 
from the terminology 
speech. Types literature and figures 
speech together, one enhancing 
and enriching the other. wait 
until the eleventh grade talk about 
figures speech, will they seem merely 
adjunct rather than integral part 
language? For multidimensional un- 
derstanding literature, then, seems 
necessary have simultaneous growth 
figures speech and literary types. 


Fable and Parable 

The second kind symbolism con- 
sists parables, allegories, and fables, 
all which are forms extended 


metaphor. This type seems the clearest 
and perhaps the best understood. Chil- 
dren not have taught fable, 
even blind Aesop knew “long ago 
the Aegean.” 

The Apostles were asking for instruc- 
tion symbol when they said, 
this parable.” The Master clarified 
His symbolic language simply: the lost 
sheep the desert and the drachma 
found the housewife meant that 
“even so, there will joy among the 
angels God over one sinner who re- 
pents.” 

Teachers who think that Gospel par- 
ables are clear students need only ask 
for explanation the built 
the tower without reckoning the cost, 
the shrewd steward who gave rebates 
oil, the rich fool who laid 
treasure for himself. These parables 
seem quite clear, they really are 
but not always young minds unac- 
customed thinking multiple mean- 
ings. 


Metaphysical Symbolism 

metaphysical symbolism which 
seems the stumbling block, either 
because overstressed some in- 
stances not clearly understood 
others and therefore avoided altogether. 
This type offers second meaning su- 
perimposed upon first piece 
writing, unstated yet obviously intended 
the author through conscious signs, 
allusions, understatements his writ- 
ing. This definition 
metaphysical symbolism intended 
the author, thus preventing the objec- 
tion novelist Richard 
search for hidden meanings” that 
were never planned the author who 
wants tell good story.

This kind inter- 
pretation would seem the result 
study and thought about the first 
two levels: poetic figure and extended 
metaphor. Melville did not intend 
that Moby Dick offer further sym- 
bolic meaning, certainly left him- 
self wide open for such interpreta- 
tion. And because this story has symbol, 
the better novel. Naturally ma- 
turity and experience thought are 
necessary understand novel like 


Moby Dick, but order “arrive” 
(if any but the saints and philosophers 
ever “arrive”) important for the 
teacher set young Odysseus upon the 
journey. 

What will the result thinkiny 
upon symbol? Experience thought 
George, Raisin the Sun, says 
school, “It’s simple, you read books 
learn facts, get grades, pass 
course, get diploma. That’s all, 
has nothing with thoughts 
thinking.” Our Georges who read 
facts must not stop there. Formal mean- 
ing the “thing-ness,” but 
“thing-ness” there are “murmurs 
deep rivers and caverns dark stars’ 
which could help George under- 
standing far beyond the world 
knowable into galaxies where Impirenes 
light will rest upon him like 
salvation. even possible thai 
symbol will one day help George under- 
stand the heart the poet who prayed 
that through poetry “he might one day 
touch his son with gentleness.” 

Symbol may bring George expression 
his grief, his joy, his hope, his 
love deeper communication with God. 
And then upon some

THE MAJOR INSTRUMENT for 
implementing and achieving determined 
objectives business enterprise, 
governmental unit, institutional 
operation the budget. Despite the 
proven effectiveness and the almost uni- 
versal use this approach, religious 
orders have been notably delinquent and 
inept employing sound budgetary 
procedure. Some the reasons for this 
failure lie within the nature religious 
life itself; others are found within 
the character individual administra- 
tions. For example, because our pre- 
occupation with the things the spirit 
through indolence may guilty 
presumption instead developing 
our divinely given prudence. Some su- 
periors fail see the problem, some 
lack the knowledge the methods 
necessary cope with the problem, 
others consider too 
attention. 

Managing the material resources 
indeed, “big business.” Yet, there 
disturbing lack background prep- 
aiation for those charged with it; the 
that these insights and 
procedures can picked easily. The 
complexities modern operations, the 
competitive battle for men’s minds and 
souls, and the increasing demands our 
evolving apostolates require more ex- 
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tensive and refined use scientific 
administration and its instruments. 

This article expresses philosophy 
budgeting for religious orders and their 
works. The mechanics budget-making 
fall outside the scope these thoughts. 


Kinds Budgets 


ization’s plan operation expressed 
dollars and cents. the specific 
statement for given period the 
manner which the broad purposes 
and goals the institute are 
realized. The master budget system 
should include operational budget 
the year’s income .and operating 
expenses, capital budget for replace- 
ment and expansion expenditures, and 
cash financial budget all antici- 
pated revenues and 
gether with money requirements 
major time periods that the amount 
working capital needed conduct 
the various activities can scheduled. 
The discipline budget gives the 
provincial and his directors means 
for maximizing their administrative ef- 
fectiveness and minimizing the time 
they need spend exercising their 
authority. Uncoordinated decisions are 
reduced. budget ought posi- 
tive, dynamic, creative instrument 
development. Often made nega- 
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tive, odious chore. intelligently con- 
ceived can develop not only our 
material resources but more importantly 
our professional mentalities and human 
capacities. 


Material Resources 


The budget must provide for keeping 
and expanding the physical plant 
that which allows generate income. 
Too often fail allow sufficient 
funds for maintenance and refurbishing. 
Instead, most the money goes for 
irrecoverable expenses, some which 
are questionable fiscally and ascetically. 
While providing for current needs 
portion our revenues must put 
aside assure funds for capital re- 
placements, new opportunities, contin- 
gencies, and build additional annual 
income from dividends and interest. 
may contended that these funds 
should not invested but rather 
put immediately into works the apos- 
tolate. One answer this that very 
few our investments plant pay 
themselves out recovering principal, 
interest, other “opportunity 
costs.” Also, some provision must 
made against the inexorable toll 
inflation. All nonprofit institutions must 
this; most operated other faiths 
do. have choice. Our needs are 
pressing and our resources are limited. 
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Even funds were unlimited, our social 
vow poverty demands that maxi- 
mize their use for apostolic rather than 
for personal purposes. Too, must 
develop potential supporters confi- 
dence our ability administer wisely 
and effectively. 


Human Capacities 

The greatest wealth religious order 
has its man- woman-power. one 
computes the capitalized value 
providence’s personnel, very appreci- 
able investment discovered. 
ness firm would protect carefully such 
enviable resources—not erodable 
rising prices, obsolescence, and similar 
economic hazards. Yet little 
plan their long-term development and 
utilization. Specifically, deliberated poli- 
cies implemented the budget must 
provide the finest education 
fessional development for our candidates 
and members throughout their lives 
the Catholic Church again attain 
its position cultural pre-eminence. 
Their spiritual growth must keep apace. 
Adequate funds must reserved for 
houses formation and second noviti- 
ates. Estimates must made the 
numbers and proportions the person- 
nel needed for specific kinds work. 
Adequate funds must reversed for 
the medical and retirement care the 
men and women who are pouring their 
lives into the apostolates. Provision 
must made for useful retirement. 

Now all these goals are obvious. 
But let spell out the needs and esti- 
mate what they will cost us. Then calcu- 
late our resources. Then devise means 
raise the funds that are lacking 
economizing, project development, and 
solicitation. Above all, let get the 
whole picture our needs and then 
through careful planning and delibera- 
tion allocate our sparse resources that all 
the goals and needs are serviced the 
order their importance. This planning 
preferable allocations that result 
from expediency, placation, 
moment decisions with the resultant 
partialities and permanent neglects. 

When the completed budget sub- 
mitted those charged with evaluating 
approving it, should contain 
statement goals and 
‘policies which are the soul for the struc- 
the appropriations. more 
review and approbation will 
possible. more understanding ac- 
ceptance the budget division and 
department heads will achieved 
the extent that these purposes are made 
known them.

Information Needed 

Decisions these areas will sound 
the degree that facts replace guesses, 
logic replaces emotion, and deliberation 
replaces expediency. 

Historical cost data are needed 
the major phases our own operations 
and those similar operations our 
public and private associates. Reference 
here revenue, costs, reserves, plant 
investment, debt service, etc. annual 
data and trends both dollars and 
percentages. Performance must eval- 
uated internally through normative ra- 
tios and comparison with norms 
similar works operated others. Some 
special studies along these lines are 
published: budgets government-op- 
erated schools, hospitals, 
tions are available. Much information 
can obtained from personal contact 
with treasurers and business managers, 
who are usually generous sharing 
their experiences and ideas. Accumu- 
lating this information for the first time 
will chore but there escaping 
the desired benefits are 
obtained. 


Budget Analysis

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prices. Some administrators are too 
prone say: “We like this, let’s buy 
it.” without attempting learn whether 
there are competitive products which 
they might like equally well. They gen- 
erally pay premium prices such 
cases—and often overlook products 
better than the one chosen. 

Specify much the equip- 
ment possible yourselves, thus sav- 
ing the architect’s fee it. 

This suggestion does have merit and 
can account for some very real savings 
these precautions are observed: 

Make certain the person entrusted 
with writing the specifications capable. 

recognize his limitations. 

Remember that you may need 
have the architect supervise certain in- 
stallations, and probably will not 
fied the equipment being installed. 

Stick suggestion No. this 
article, come what may. 

Keep most equipment purchases 
separate from the general contract.

clearer. With either rollaway gymnasium 
bleachers cafeteria kitchen equip- 
ment, the installation nearly always 
made the distributor who supplies 
the equipment. you contract directly 
with him, you get the same price which 
quotes your general contractor 
even the bid for the equipment 
included the general contract. The 
difference that the general contractor 
adds his usual rate profit (often 
per cent) for equipment which 
never touches. 

Make sure the hardware 
simple and functional. Hardware 
simple design usually costs less initially 
and requires less maintenance than the 
more ornate. hard clean, the 
extra custodial time involved will soon 
eat the few hundred dollars you 
might save buying something 
poorer design. 

not purchase equipment 
which will unused. This seems 
elementary, but many schools have 
been forced without sorely needed 
items equipment while excess quanti- 
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ties other items gather dust 
storeroom. More judicious estimating 
actual needs can prevent such un- 
fortunate occurrences. 

Use stock items where possible. 
The stock item usually will cost less 
than comparable custom-made item 
the stock item enjoys vir- 
tual monopoly its field. 

not allow equipment com- 
panies decide what equipment 
should installed. The layout facili- 
ties such companies should used 
judiciously the competition may 
scared off knowing that certain 
manufacturer made the layout. 

Use simple, uncomplicated lock- 
ers wardrobes. Each door, each 
hinge, and each latch 
maintenance problem. Too often, 
put doors lockers wardrobes, and 
then have provide special ventilation 
within those spaces. Probably the most 
economical and hygienic arrangement 
hang coats relatively open areas 
classrooms corridors because those 
areas are already provided with both 
mechanical and natural ventilation. 

Have installation equipment 
conduits and pipes included the 
construction contracts. (See No. 14.) 
Unless equipment decided early and 
service conduits and pipes are provided 
the construction contracts, you may 
well resign yourself either (a) 
having exposed pipes conduits 
which does not necessarily mean they 
cost less than concealed ones; 
paying extra have 
where they should go. This may mean 
tearing walls floors running 
new electric lines back feeder 
panel. 


10. Tell the architect 
equipment contractors where you 
want locks, and have them installed 
only where needed. Sometimes ex- 
pensive locks are provided and never 
used. Classroom locks may not 
needed there are gates that can 
close off classroom wings; the 
teachers’ storage cabinets have locks. 

Include your intercom and 
program systems only those features 
which will used. Don’t pay for 
record player unless someone going 
use it. Don’t put AM-FM 
radio only will used. 

12. Use chalkboards inexpensive 
material. There are several excellent 
boards the market; examine them 
and see which seems best suited 
your needs. 

13. Put chalkboard only one 
wall less each classroom. Most 
teachers admit they can supervise only 
six eight pupils working 
chalkboard one time. Many expen- 
sive slate boards are covered with 
pasted-up displays pupil work. 

14. Make all equipment decisions 
early the planning stage. Plan early, 
even though you take separate bids 
equipment after the building un- 
der construction. particular kind 
equipment may even alter room shape 
and size. utility services for equip- 
ment must run later, you will 
pay extra (see No. 9). 

15. Have teaching and other per- 
sonnel help plan the kitchen, espe- 
cially the cafeteria, industrial-arts 
shops, etc. they are experienced, 
they can often point out something 
that looks good paper that may not 
function all. 


16. Use simple, open-front cabinets 
classrooms. Doors cost money and 
often stand open. 

17. Make the program system 
part the “intercom” system. Tw. 
separate systems usually cost more 
not function any better than 
combination unit. 

18. Use tackboard less 
sive material than cork. Several 
tractive materials are the 
that can painted. Some the 
costly hold tacks well, but are not “sel’- 
healing” when perforated tacks. Such 
boards can replaced, covered with 
inexpensive fabric, used with 
marking plastic adhesives less 
than cork. 

19. Make most equipment 
painted softwoods. Items like book- 
shelves which not have hard 
abuse will wear well and last 
long the hardwoods. 

20. 
cabinets for storage where possible. 
Factory made, assembled, 
units are usually lower cost than 
built-in units. Free-standing units add 
over-all flexibility room use and 
arrangement. 

21. Use simply designed rollaway 
bleachers for gymnasium seats. They 
usually cost only fraction built-in 
seating. 

22. Use simply designed plywood 
chairs the auditorium. Cushions are 
nice have, but they cost money. 
Most school programs are short and 
the seating comfortable enough. New 
laminated processes for plywoods have 
overcome many earlier objections; 
metal banding back and seat edges 
make them practically tamperproof. 


School Equipment Planning Requires Early 
and Thorough Attention 


Perhaps the most severe criticism that can 
levied against school planning that more 
begins with the assumption that equipment can 
considered aftermath planning and need play 
very little part the original determination areas 
and spaces. Ignoring equipment, paying little heed 
its character, the earliest stages planning 
against all logic. Equipment influences methods 
teaching. The placement fixed equipment 
school buildings fifty years ago has many cases 
frozen classroom procedures and erected roadblocks 
curriculum advancement. 

The majority serious educational problems as- 
sociated with equipment usually bypassed 


ignored. The tempo learning has speeded up, the

The increasing 
for specialized goods and services, the cost spiral and 
the changing purchasing power the dollar, the relatively 
stable sources and rate income educational and charitable 
institutions, all present convincing arguments for greater atten- 
tion the purchasing function. 

Apart from the economics involved purchasing for Catho- 
lic institutions, there remain number management con- 
siderations faced all administrators. The successful 
mastery purchasing management activity, rather than 
the economics purchasing, will probably provide the major 
challenges the year and decade ahead. 

Catholic institutions purchasing management func- 
tion handicapped least three important respects: 
(1) inadequate understanding the procure- 
ment, and materials management; (2) incomplete develop- 
ment procedures and systems; and (3) inexperienced per- 
sonnel who are assigned responsibility for this business 
function. 

Purchasing more than buying and selling ordering 
goods and services for use. business today, the term 
giving ground procurement and materials 
management.

Misunderstanding Purchasing

One major purchasing problem immediately facing Catholic 
administrators the development full appreciation for 
these duties and proper education all personnel con- 
cerned, directly and indirectly, with the expanding and grow- 
ing responsibilities the institutional purchasing and supply 
management. 


Simple Procurement System 

Another problem area purchasing may observed 
the matter organizing the procurement and supply manage- 
ment activities into some simple system, complete with 
purchasing procedures. complete, integrated system pur- 
chasing with simple but satisfactory procedures will even 
more essential the future. 

Public institutions have since developed rather refined 
purchasing systems and comprehensive procedures. Two rea- 
sons, particular, may offered explain this leadership: 
size the system and public accountability for fiscal dis- 
bursements. 

The large number interdependent and interrelated units 
public school system (whether large city school 
system smaller school district) demands that both 
system and procedures manageable. The volume trans- 
actions generated within such administrative unit requires 
system and procedures. The autonomy parochial institu- 
tions the past and the essential uniqueness each unit

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have mitigated against the development system and pro- 
cedures other than occasional case. However, the 
movement toward centralization schools, high schools 
particular, can easily lead more demand for individual and 
interschool purchasing systems the future. The growth 
centralized purchasing activities many dioceses promises 
even more significant the decade ahead. More religious 
orders are introducing centralized purchasing for their entire 
Co-operative efforts between and among individual 
schools also promises grow more significant. 


Limited Accounting Funds 

The element public accountability exists very 
limited degree parochial institutions. But the trend 
provide parishioners more information parish and school 
finances and provide parents more financial information 
through Home and School associations and Parent-Teacher 
groups. Effort this direction very limited present, but 
there also promises many significant developments 
the decade ahead. The extent which parochial account- 
ability exists is, means, comparable what required 
legally public schools. Catholic parishes, schools, and 
institutions reach organizational maturity, they will reflect 
greater co-operation among presently diverse units and will 
recognize the desirability communicating the facts their 
administration the various publics being served. 

There trend toward central purchasing the diocesan 
level the part religious communities, and between and 
among schools and institutions given locality. Such 
agreement the area purchasing requires hoc decisions 
and necessitates policies; these eventually, not immediately, 
give rise body procedures which frequently merge 
into system. 


Procedures Purchasing 

The problem facing administrators adequately review 
all the factors essential developing system purchasing 
and supply management. Quite number factors should 
considered. 

Internal policies and procedures should developed for 
the requisition necessary items equipment and supply. 
Some method must also developed, however informal, 
relate items requisitioned (1) actual needs and (2) avail- 
able funds. Every administrator has had experience with 
teachers, department heads, custodians, clerical cafeteria 
staff members who always want, think they need, untold 
items new equipment expensive supplies. The cost 
every request must measured against the educational pro- 
gram see the purchase contributes, and also against the 
supply available funds determine whether the purchase 
feasible when considered the light over-all needs and 
other demands the financial resources. requisition form 
can designed (printed mimeographed) 
forms and purchased inexpensively most stationery stores. 
written requisition saves time, concentrates all the vital 
information one form, and avoids the possibility mis- 
understandings especially the purchasing agent someone 
other than the source the requisition. 

Standard supply lists constitute popular purchasing tech- 
nique that both guides and controls teachers and staff mem- 
bers the selecting items supply. Such list identifies 
the major items commonly used the school parish situa- 
tion, type, description, and catalog number. Supply lists 
are useful inventory guides and provide basis for com- 
puting totals which base quantity purchases.

Cata- 
logs, price lists, and pertinent promotion material should 
filed type vendor.

Too frequently the remark heard, didn’t know 
that you carried that “Acme Corporation was the 
only place knew ask about it.” Every administrator who 
acts purchasing agent must contact with number 
vendors every field who offer similar and competing 
products. Only through such contacts can purchaser gain 
the advantages inherent our competitive free-enterprise 
system. Only through variety contacts with sales repre- 
sentatives can system securing quotations and/or bids 
adequately developed. 


Specifications Imply Testing 

procedure must also evaluated the matter review- 
ing bids and quotations and determining the offer 
accepted. insure that both parties, the purchaser and the 
seller, are talking about the same quality and type 
product, specifications must developed. The preparation 
specifications has been one the least developed aspects 
purchasing parochial situations. Several explanations may 
offered. Specifications are technical nature; they often 
require more knowledge, skill, and time development than 
most inexperienced purchasing personnel can offer. Specifica- 
tions must related the need individual situations. 
Although they may borrowed from other groups, essentially 
specifications should developed for the situation hand. 

Specifications effective must more than listed, they 
must verified. They are relatively useless the purchaser 
makes little effort determine whether not the 
equipment and supplies received conform the standards and 
specifications initially requested. Purchasing management 
the years ahead will forced improve this matter. All 
the pains entailed developing specifications and the process 
acquainting vendors with them rather futile and useless 
administrators not test products determine whether 
not they meet the prescribed Yet this 
practically never done parishes, rarely schools, and only 
occasionally larger institutions. 
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Specification development and its corollary, product testing, 
are relatively unknown among parishes and schools, elemen- 
tary secondary. Considerable assistance can rendered 
pastors and principals the staff the local public school 
School boards always purchase according specifica- 
tion. They provide for test runs verify standards and 
specifications, and thereby gain invaluable information about 
standard items equipment and supply used proposed for 
use their schools. The results these tests are available 
request any citizen the area. The decade ahead 
ofiers two alternatives: closer co-operation with local public 
through exchange information and purchasing data 
the areas standards, specifications, securing bids and 
and testing products; Catholic institutions must 
develop sources similar information. The possibility 
this challenge depends both the degree 
which the role purchasing understood and appreciated 
technique and how effectively develop the 
methods, and techniques procurement into sys- 
tem purchasing within the limited funds available and 
duplicating testing facilities. 

Specifications make possible secure bids and/or quo- 
tations for substantially similar products comparable terms. 
Quotation sheets are often developed institutions engaged 
extensive purchasing. Whether printed mimeographed, 
quotation sheets describe the product under consideration and 
the terms purchase. Vendors complete the forms adding 
their prices (quotations) and any additional information. 


Purchase Orders 

Once the product and supplies have been agreed upon, the 
next step issue purchase order. This form, usually 
numbered and prepared duplicate triplicate, specifies 
the vendor, the items purchased described terms 
quantity, quality (detailed specifications), price per unit, ex- 
tension, purchase, payment, and delivery terms. 


Handling Shipments 

Additional procedures should developed the organiza- 
tion provide for adequate receipt equipment and sup- 
plies, plans for storage and subsequent inventory control, 
well method issuing supplies needed. 

Several brief comments the importance delivery, 
storage, adequate inventory, and stock control might 
offered suggestions. The failure check merchandise upon 
receipt often costs money, since transfers the recipient 
the burden for proving shortages, damaged goods, other 
losses. Small shipments can often misplaced unless delivery 
always made central receiving dock. shipments 
destined for the school the rectory? Rectory shipments 
the convent? Cafeteria supplies delivered the school? 
you are victim this confusion, you know that there 
possibility loss merchandise well patience and 
time. central point for all deliveries important 
clearly defined system identifying appropriate delivery 
addresses. 

Careful storage can reduce losses and spoilage, and provide 
security for unused equipment and supplies. How often water 
seeps into storage area and ruins book and paper supplies! 
shelving and periodic check would have elim- 
inated any loss. Proper and careful storage can save time. 
How often must new paintbrush purchased each time 
done because the brush last purchased cannot 
located someone failed clean and has since 
become hard and ruined? Proper storage also reduces the 
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temptation theft. Neatly stored items are easy locate, 
count, and inexpensive maintain. 


Inventory Control 

Finally, adequate system inventory and stock control 
makes possible establish minimum and maximum quanti- 
ties and maintain consistent pattern purchasing. In- 
ventory control reduces the possibility depleted stock 
the most crucial moments. Adequate inventory information 
gives purchasing agent time secure the best prices, taking 
advantage special seasonal sales, for example. Last-minute 
purchases are often retail, not wholesale, prices, thus re- 
ducing the purchasing effectiveness each dollar expendi- 
ture. Last-minute purchases often result added purchasing 
costs (phone calls, telegrams) and added delivery charges 
(air freight, special delivery). 

Supply management goes hand hand with good purchas- 
ing procedures. Improvement both these areas repre- 


sents major challenge purchasing management the 
years ahead. 


Inexperienced Personnel 

The third major problem area arises from the inexperienced 
personnel many Catholic organizations who are assigned 
responsibilities for purchasing. The problems inadequate 
understanding purchasing and incomplete systems and pro- 
cedures are only compounded when authority for purchasing 
assigned one more staff members who are relatively 
inexperienced both business and this specialized phase 
purchasing. 

Several problems arise. The inexperienced purchasing agent 
deals with vendors, salesmen and manufacturers’ representa- 
tives who are both experienced and specialized. The balance 
power any buying selling situation heavily weighted 
favor the firm. Product knowledge, terms sale, criteria 
quality, factors supply and demand are essentials that 
should known every purchasing agent. Yet, these areas 
purchasing knowledge require experience and training. Con- 
siderable loss thereby dissipation the valu- 
able talents many religious result from_the indiscriminate 
assignment purchasing responsibilities. When almost every- 
one institution has authority for purchasing, there 
confusion and waste. “Too many cooks spoil the broth.” Too 
many people responsible for purchasing have the same effect: 
ineffective co-ordination, overlapping authority, failure pool 
product information, and the typical “left hand doesn’t know 
what the right hand doing” situation develops. The failure 
know what and how results costly deci- 
sions. The failure understand the mechanics business 
and purchasing often results poor decisions, such 
gains that are not such great buys, overbuying overstocking 
without proportionate savings. 


Overemphasis Price 

But perhaps the greatest purchasing problem the tragic 
overemphasis price which seems the greatest weak- 
ness inexperienced purchasing personnel. Purchasing refers 
securing the right quality product the right time, 
the right quantity, and the right place fair price. 
Somehow the price emphasis looms the most important 
feature the purchasing negotiation. Nothing could more 
false. The inexperienced purchasing agent often totally 
persuaded price. few cents shaved off the price are 
frequently sufficient transfer sale from one vendor 
another without consideration other factors, i.e., service, 
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dependability, product evaluation, guarantee that the items 
under consideration are comparable every respect, delivery 
time, payment arrangements, cite several examples. 

Vendors are seriously concerned about the problem price 
cutting. not only for its financial losses, but also for the harm 
does customer relations. Sometimes local vendor who 
has been loyal and faithful rendering service fair price 
suddenly dropped organization without warning 
opportunity counterbid when traveling salesman from 
distance promises “real buy.” Too often companies long- 
standing reputation are dropped when organization 
offered price” onetime purchase possibility. 
Sometimes sale price plus freight add more cost items than 
securing them from local vendor. These comments are 
general. They could apply equally well several competitive 
firms operating local territory. 


Subjective Purchasing Motives 

Inexperienced personnel are prone more subjective argu- 
ments and emotional sales appeals than more experienced pur- 
chasing agents who select merchandise the basis 
standards and specifications. All purchasing involves personal 
but these should outgrowths and by-products 
purchasing decisions reached scientific basis. Too many 
salesmen dealing with religious spend more time advertis- 
ing their Catholicity, their membership the Knights 
Columbus the Holy Name Society, their good standing 
contributors bazaars, their friendship with 
clerics, than they demonstrating the quality their mer-

chandise. They get with this approach only because Cath- 
olic purchasing agents tolerate or, more accurately, 
it. 

Training, reading, experience, and the development 
chasing system and procedures are the only answer this 
weakness parochial purchasing. 

Are there hopeful signs? Certainly. More interest being 
shown the purchasing function management every 
More questions are being asked clinics, talks, convention 
meetings. The desire for information proper purchasing 
technique may soon catch with the heavy inquiries 
proper financial accounting methods. 


More religious communities the general and 
level are organizing their purchasing effort and more 
communities are designating single religious 
and responsible for purchasing. There emerging 
understanding purchasing, procurement, and materials 
agement. More articles are appearing the subject 
Catholic periodicals. The role supply management being 
linked with purchasing. 


There are hopeful signs increased organizational maturity 
the part parishes, schools, and other institutions, and 
with this maturity, better understanding purchasing 
management function system and more refined procedures, 
and better trained personnel direct and supervise the work. 
These three areas provide Catholic administrators ample 
challenge for the future, but likewise promise returns 
degree that even exceeds the effort required.

The buy- 
ers source supply handy 
the catalog and near his telephone. 

Because the distributor maintains 
warehouse, can purchase merchandise 
large quantities and off times 
the year. Having large and varied 
warehouse stock hand enables him 
furnish any merchandise that re- 
quired when needed. Only 
buying from distributor possible 
place order with one company 
for multiple number items for 
delivery one time. Delivery might 
one school many. Many dis- 
tributors, part their service, wrap 
and mark orders for individual teachers. 

any regional educational confer- 
ence where there are exhibits, you will 
find the school supply and equipment 
distributor prominently displaying prod- 
ucts for use the school. Not only 
these exhibitions give those present the 
opportunity “see” what being of- 
fered, but often they help finance the 
meeting. 


Costs Placing Order 

Few schools realize the actual costs 
involved placing order. com- 
bination many small orders into one 
provides considerable savings time 
and money. Therefore, establishing 
supply and purchasing from 
few companies possible means 
more economical purchasing.

How Test Classroom Furniture 


Patrick Williams

BEGIN deciding who should 
test classroom furniture. most cases 
this should not done one school 
staff member, but rather team 
least three school staff members, one 
being directly related the in-service 
use the furniture considered 
for purchase. The composite staff 
members will vary accordingly the 
furniture being considered. For example, 
library furniture tested, one 
the staff members should li- 
brarian. shop benches, then one 
staff member should industrial 
educator possible, the director 
the industrial education program. 
classroom desk units, then one staff 
member should classroom teacher 
who teaches the area where the furni- 
ture will used supervisor 
teachers when possible. 

testing team three, most 
cases, should adequate the job 
justice. this group, one member 
teachers, the second school principal 
and the third should the superin- 
tendent schools, staff member 


appointed the superintendent. This 
latter person could assistant su- 
perintendent charge business, 
business manager, purchasing agent. 
This third person’s capacity would, 
part, determined the size the 
school system and its organization. 


For What Should the Team Test? 

Three very important factors when 
testing for classroom desk and chair 
units are: (1) function, (2) appearance, 
and (3) durability and quality. 

important questions must 
ask ourselves about function are: 

Will the unit being considered for 
purchase meet the expected function 
the grade level used and 
accommodate the subjects taught? 

Will the pupil’s needs met with 
the unit being tested? 

The above decisions can last made 
the supervisor teachers prin- 
cipal and are the utmost importance. 

Testing for appearance, which estab- 
lishes atmosphere, involves answering 
the following basic questions:

Will the unit offer stimulus 
the student’s mind will 
boredom through its appearance and 
use? 

The use outdated classroom 
ture sure way downgrade the 
average student’s imagination. 
seating unit does not meet standard 
rejected this fact alone. 

Educators have been and are 
very concerned about the appearance 
the school building, but they have 
not always projected this concern when 
considering classroom furniture. 

Appearance not only important 
the good the students, but equally 
important terms the instructional 
staff. short, appearance suggests 
titudes that stimulate 
learning tempo. 


Testing for Quality and Durability 


Two important factors testing for 
quality and durability are: (1) durabil- 
ity materials used, and (2) the struc- 
tural soundness the unit. 

This testing should done 
person well qualified and experienced 
this field. This person could well 
superintendent schools, business 
manager, superintendent buildings 
and grounds, purchasing agent, etc. 

professional testing laboratory serv- 
ice can used but not always 
readily available. procedure 
consists having qualified personnel 
the staff and use their services. 

Testing for structural soundness can 
accomplished most cases your 
school system industrial arts shop. 

Tools include mechanical press, 
compression gauge, blocks wood 
various thicknesses (134 in.), and 
two yardsticks. With the above tools, 
possible test for torsion 
curvature. The accompanying diagrams 
and explanations each are simple but 
very effective procedures are 
oughly applied. 

applying this method testin- 
should sure that each unit 
tested subjected the same test 
obtain true analysis each 
same level.

MANY Catholic churches. bad. 
stale air the most un- 
Mass-goer. Particularly this true 
Sunday mornings after several, well 
attended, but closely spaced masses. For 
the past two and half years, St. 
Frederick’s parish, Cudahy, Wis., has 
experimented successfully with nega- 
tive ion process for purifying the air 
its church and school.

What Are Negative lons? 
Just what are these negative ions? 
How they work? they have any 


therapeutic value? How expensive are 
the machines? 


Scientists agree that the air around 
filled with particles electrically 
charged either negatively positively. 
Generally speaking, negatively charged 
air has exhilarating effect like the 
atmosphere crisp fall day. the 
other hand, positively charged air 
heavy and despressing, often character- 
ized hot, dry seasonal winds and 
barometric pressure. this 
many people feel depressed 
tempered; asthmatics and the aged 
suffer from respiratory difficulties, 
the suicide rate climbs. 
searchers believe that controlling 
electrical charges the air 
our moods, energy, and health can 
improved.! 

Medical researchers are still studying 
the effects negative ions. far 
known, negative ions not cure 
anything, but they afford some peo- 
ple relief long they are inhaled. 

Small machines, such those used 
St. Frederick’s parish, suck the 
air room, pass across ultra 
violet field where picks millions 
negative ions, and then recirculates 
ionized air through the room means 
small fan. These machines range 
size, capacity and price, from one the 
size breadbox that will ionize the 
air large classroom, console- 
size cabinets for large industrial areas.

Suggestions Buying Floor Machines 


WHEREVER larger floor areas are 
involved, the electrically operated floor 
maintenance equipment. Designed for 
polishing, scrubbing, scouring, and even 
light sanding, serves practically every 
duty necessary the care all kinds 
floors. Most larger schools already 
have floor machines, but reappraise- 
ment these machines, which through 
familiarity have become commonplace 
and their use matter routine, 
still good business. 

Basically most floor machines operate 
the same principle and perform the 
same functions. The purpose all 
machines polish and clean floors; 
the differences between various ma- 
chines confined structural phases. 

The polishing process consists buff- 
ing create heat for polishing (espe- 
cially waxes), while the cleaning action 
create abrasion for loosening ad- 
hering accumulations. Wet mop- 
ping, while essential many cases, 
inadequate for the thorough cleaning 
floors. 


Scrubbing Floors 

scrub floor, regular scrubbing 
brush attached the machine. These 
brushes are usually palmetto 
bassine bristles, although the more ex- 
pensive nylon considered best. There 
are special fittings convert polish- 


ing machine into scrubber. For 
all floors, except terrazzo and 
pad steel wool under the scrub 
brush will remove stubborn stains and 
accumulations.

Because the motor can set back 
over the wheels, about half more 
the brush housing cleared per- 
mit use under low furniture. 


Large Tank Machines 

Designed for bigger jobs, the large 
tank machine primarily used for 
buffing and scrubbing. Its large tank, 
supported wheels, made into two 
compartments for cleaning solution and 
for dirty “pick-up.” The latter ac- 
complished large built-in squeegee 
and suction device. 

While most these tank-type scrub- 
bers are electrically driven rubber- 
covered cable powered house cur- 
rent, there are also battery-driven ma- 
chines that operate about four hours 
continuously without recharging.

same purposes the larger ma- 
chine, but more limited scale.

Speed and Weight

Gen- 
erally this means that the brush 
divided-weight machine should revolve 
faster than the same size brush 
concentrated-weight machine. 

This fact may indicate that floor 
machine which lighter 
has advantage over heavier, slower 
one which might less maneuverable. 
Except when necessary lift ma- 
chine off the floor, heavy standard 
floor machine about easy ma- 
neuver light one. While fast 
machine good for polishing, 
often less for scrubbing since 
tends throw the cleaning solution. 
meet both requirements, machine 
being marketed now with two speeds, 
lever changing from one the other. 

There are also floor machines adapted 
for reversing the revolution the 
brush, the idea being prevent the 
eventual flattening the bristles 
one direction. However, 
propelling, single-brush, concentrated- 
weight machine, reversal the brush 
can very confusing, turning the 
steering wheel your car the left 
when you expect turn right. 


The Motor 

standard machines have good 
motors, the efficiency differences being 
just matter horsepower.

There are capacitor and induction- 
repulsion type motors, both terms re- 
lating the starting device. Authorities 
seem pretty well divided 
the merits the two principles. Most 
floor machines have convenient switch 
near the handle bars. single- 
brush, concentrated-weight machines, 
however, the switch operated 
lever attached the handle bar 
that the operator must hold closed 
for the machine function. When his 
grip released, the switch automati- 
cally opens and stops the machine. 
This safety factor for easier con- 
trol the self-propelling machine. 

While the wheels casters the 
divided-weight machine are perma- 
nently fixed position, the wheels the 
back the concentrated-weight ma- 
chine are made raised and held 
off the floor during operation. some 
cases, the wheel assembly must 
raised with the foot, while others are 
fitted with spring that pulls the 
wheel assembly when the back the 
machine lifted. The latter feature 
convenience, but the wheels will also 
spring the machine uninten- 
tionally tilted. 

Adjustable handles some machines 
are designed for both tall and short 
operators. Some machines have double 
handles for easier steering.

Floor Matting: 


ITS SELECTION AND CARE

FLOOR MATS serve number 
essential needs: they protect floors, cut 
down floor maintenance, promote 
safety, deaden traffic noise, and lessen 
foot fatigue. There are least differ- 
ent kinds mats the market, many 
them designed for special purposes. 
Rubber dominates the structure floor 
mats, although mats are also made 
fiber, vinyl, neoprene, nylon combi- 
nation with rubber; all-metal, including 
aluminum; and wood. 

Rubber matting may corrugated, 
perforated, link types. Corrugated 
mats seem most popular because 
they. serve extensive needs. Long rubber 
runners entrance protect the 
floor against soil and abrasion traffic 
and traffic noise. Rubber runners 


with lengthwise corrugations are 


sweep, but cross-rib design gives 
better traction, particularly ramp. 
also provides somewhat better squee- 
gee action against wet soiled shoe 
soles. Rubber shadow mats have blocks 
corrugation set right angles 
each other. These shadow mats serve 
similar purposes the runners, yet are 
more ornamental and also somewhat 
more difficult sweep. 

Perforated rubber matting. also fre- 
quently corrugated, serves the dual pur- 
pose ventilating the floor and trap- 
ping dust and small litter that can 
readily picked vacuum cleaner. 
selecting perforated matting, keep 
mind the current vogue very small 
heels. which can catch easily one 
the perforations. 

Neoprene mats are particularly adapt- 
able for locations where oil grease 
are used. Oil and grease are detrimental 
rubber, but not neoprene. The 
higher cost neoprene mats seldom 
justified oil and grease present 
problems. 


Link Mats 


Link rubber mats (also constructed 
vinyl, neoprene, etc.) are generally 
used entrances fatigue mats. 


Several kinds are available for various 
purposes. purely utilitarian type 
made from uniform pieces old auto- 
mobile tires. The small sections 
rubber, still reinforced with the tough 
original tire fabric, are placed edge 
and bound together strong steel wire. 
These mats are relatively inexpensive, 
yet most effective, particularly 
entrance where they serve squeegees 
for dirty shoes. most cases, they are 
not provided with “nosings” bevel- 
ing protect against stumbling over 
them, sure use them well- 
lighted place one side 
entrance. 

Link mats can very 
different colors and designs, 
vided with nosings. 
thick link mats are used 
across floor; since they are not pro- 
vided with nosings along the sides, they 
are more easily tripped over than the 
thinner corrugated runner. However, the 
ornamental link mats add much the 
decor room. 

Fiber mats are usually used outside 
entrance. Made coarse, resilient 
cocoa fibers woven into compact heavy 
pads, the fiber ends brush the shoe 
soles. Plain fiber mats are not attrac- 
tive, although when made into designs. 
such emblem, they can orna- 
mental. Braided fiber mats can re- 
versed for use either side, but are 
less effective shoe cleaners. Because 
their thickness, place well-lighted 
areas. The wood link mats. made 
strips hardwood the form 
grating, are for use wet areas, such 
laundries and kitchens. 


Care Mats 


Corrugated mats, rubber other 
material, are easiest cleaned regular 
wet mopping. Sweep needed clean 
with vacuum cleaner remove dust 
and small litter. The shadow rugs are 
hard sweep, but they may cleaned 
solution one cup TSP gran- 
ules three gallons water.

What kinds maintenance equip-

These sup- 
ply houses will maintain parts, provide 
service, and help keep equipment 
usable.

put into practice. 

When you call parish, school, 
other institution how you judge 
the quality their daily house- 
keeping? 

Here are the things consider: (1) 
cleanliness, (2) appearance 
the floor, (3) corners, 
boards (to look for any build-up 
wax dirt). judging conditions one 
must always consider the help avail- 
able get the job done. Always at- 
tempt check the methods custodians 
are using. Often custodians are self- 
trained and their job improperly. 
good vendor will take time work 
with custodians all practical 
and see that the custodian kept 
date with new approaches, new ideas, 
and new products. 


What things should considered 
developing good housekeeping 
and maintenance program? 

Day-to-day quality control impor- 
tant preventive maintenance. For 
example, there should set schedule 
when each cleaning and mainte- 
nance job done. adminis- 
tration should content with crash 
programs; don’t try everything 
once. There much more good 
sanitation program than appearance. 
Sanitation can defined control 
infectious diseases. other words 
little thing like dust control very 
important.

Contracting for Repairs

CONTRACTING for repairs 
far the greatest problem the mainte- 
nance field. Many architects will shy 
away from repairs, mainly due the 
nature the work which may more 
properly assigned general con- 
tractor special engineer. Much time, 
too, consumed all the necessary 
probing work done. The time 
spent probing costly and uncertain. 
any major repair job, the unknown 
factors may become almost overwhelm- 
ing. many instances the more positive 
information you try obtain, the 
greater the development unknown 
possibilities. most cases, providing 
the funds for the work under- 
taken creates great financial problems. 
And perhaps the biggest decision 
made any type repairs where 
start and where stop. 


Meaning 

Hearing reading the word “repair” 
tends cause mental block, especially 
one seeking funds for such un- 
dertaking. There are many different ver- 
sions the meaning the word 
“repair.” There should common 
meeting minds early the considera- 
tion any type repair work, that 
all concerned will envision the same 
concept the undertaking. Repair can 
good, sound condition after removing 
the decay, break, general deteriora- 
tion. This kind repair, without struc- 
tural changes, brings the building back 
its original condition. Examples would 
sandblasting tuck-pointing job 
building, recalking windows, etc. 

Others envision repairs general 
rehabilitation the physical plant, cor- 
recting all deficiencies. Although the 
building may still structurally sound, 
they envision wholly modern con- 
struction with complete remodeling and 
alterations the physical and me- 
chanical plant. 

Regardless age, well-built build- 
ing particularly one fire-resistant 


construction will remain structurally 
sound for decades. Even though build- 
ing may structurally sound, its use- 
fulness, judged modern standards, 
may rapidly approaching obsolesence. 
Generally, major deficiencies build- 
ing arise from constantly advancing 
standards and the usually small mainte- 
nance expenditures that have not been 
adequate keep the building pace 
with the times. These conditions are 
usually most apparent the upkeep 
the mechanical plant, i.e., the electrical, 
plumbing, heating, and ventilating fa- 
cilities. 

Let classify repairs into two cat- 
egories. First, those required prevent 
further deterioration buildings and 
meet minimum standards building 
use. Second, those that improve building 
remodeling, rehabilitation, at- 
tempt provide modern standards 
proper service for the use the build- 
ing. 


Who the Contractor? 

Generally speaking, most Catholic 
parishes number all types contractors 
among their membership. Often these 
contractors have been requested do- 
nate their services for school and church 
affairs. only proper courtesy (good 
business and good public relations) 
call these same contractors when 
payment will made for the services 
they render. members the parish 
they have the good and interest the 
parish heart and will perform top- 
notch job. another sense their work- 
manship will display all their 
fellow parishioners. 

preferable have this type 
contractor the work time and 
material basis. The parishioner con- 
tractor, more than likely, will happy 
serve the church and its institutions, 
and will invoice only the actual cost 
the work. could estimate the cost, 
time and material basis. the business 
world, “escalator clauses” contracts 
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are not considered good business prac- 
tice and firm price contracts are re- 
quired. 

have architect and his staff review 
and plan any structural changes and 
any major general construction work. 
should also supervise any major in- 
heating and ventilating, plumbing and 
stallations the mechanical plant, i.e., 
sanitation, any electrical work. The 
fees paid for architect’s service will 
saved over and over again. One can 
assured that this money invested 
the project will well spent. repair 
work minor nature, the church 
member contractor should most 
happy advise. 


Proper Specifications 


contracting work, serious consid- 
eration must given provide the 
contractor with proper information 
will well informed the 
amount work and quality work- 
manship required. Specifications can 
spell out the type work done, 
well the materials used and 
the extent the work. considerable 
amount probing required, much 
more than necessary contracting 
for new construction. Often what ap- 
major project, although this not al- 
ways apparent the casual observer. 
Architects and contractors 
aware the extra work involved 
repair contracts. The American Insti- 
tute Architects recommends its 
state chapters that members charge 
fee per cent new construction. 
further suggests that its members 
increase their rates for major repairs 
alterations two thirds, for total 
per cent. 

Proper specifications must 
pared provide the contractor with 
the necessary information pertaining 
the work done. prepare these 
specifications, the nature the work 
undertaken must made known. 
With this information available, pre- 
liminary probing must undertaken 
determine the extent decay, de- 
terioration, etc. Then when these con- 
can specifications prepared. 

Foresight much harder come 
than hindsight. Although takes knowl- 
edge, experience, and vision foresee 
new building the dream which 
specifications are based, takes con- 
siderably more knowledge, experience, 
vision, and foresight deal with the 


known and unknown factors repair 
and alteration work necessary for proper 
maintenance capital improvements. 


Funds 

many cases, major repair pro- 
gram undertaken when ample funds 
are not available construct modern 
building. Depending upon conditions, 
great savings may made having 
these major repairs made, particularly 
funds are limited. 

When seeking approval for repair ex- 
penditures, often helps you can 
suggest how the necessary funds may 
raised. Vast sums money cannot 
properly spent unless there 
visible improvement that looks 
though might cost the amount 
money spent. Public relations becomes 
major factor here, especially when the 
institution operated the public in- 
terest. new paint job, new heating 


ventilating system, new lighting, 
modeled lavatories these are all visi- 
ble projects that people are eager 
approve. much more difficult 
raise money for new roof, for ex- 
ample. After all, roof out sight 
and out mind, and only leaks 
when rains. Few people are the 
building when rains, and the roof 
looks all right, why spend all that 
money? Similar reasoning applied 
projects such masonry 
waterproofing, insulation, etc. 


Where Start and Stop 

The greatest decision made 
repairs and alterations just where 
start and where stop? Unfortunately, 
the answer generally provided for 
the simple matter dollars and 
cents. Available funds determine where 
the work must stop after repair work 
underway.

Water dripping from leaky faucet 
represents dollars dripping down the drain. 
The cost the water wasted not the 
only consideration. Cost fuel for heating 
hot water substantial. Moreover, 
many sections the country where water 
contains sufficient iron particles, the con- 
tinuous dripping can stain enameled fix- 
tures. 

How can you estimate the dollars wasted 
leaking faucet? Assume that in. 
stream pinhole leak) will waste about 
95,C00 gallons water per year.

feet, the wasted water worth $25. 
hot water and coal used fuel (9789 
pounds), fuel costs amount $89; oil 
would cost $91; and gas (84,411 cu. ft.) 
about $85 for one pinhole leak. These 
approximate figures are subject vari- 
ations water and fuel costs, but they 
emphasize the substantial waste money 
and water the schools and institutions 
throughout the country. 


Plugging the Leak 


Most faucets close against pressure, and 
leaks may repaired replacing the 
washer. Replacing washers aggra- 
vating task, often compounded the use 
cheap washers found inexpensive 
repair packages assorted washers. Often 
these are poor quality and require fre- 
quent replacement. economical use 
high quality rubber neoprene washers. 

Several manufacturers are now producing 
faucets that close with the water pressure, 
instead against the pressure most 
common. Alert building managers should 
consider installing this type faucet when 
equipping new buildings replacing obso- 
lete fixtures. 


James Neil Morris, consulting mainte- 


“nance engineer, contends that the cold 


water faucet could well eliminated 
washroom areas where drinking water 
systems were located outside the washroom 
area. reasons that the hot water de- 
livered washroom generally 140° F., 
too hot for comfortable handwashing. 
Unless the lavatory equipped with 
mixing faucet, excessive amount cold 
water used temper the hot water. 
The problem further complicated 
the fact that many maintenance men re- 
move the stopper from older type lava- 
tories prevent accidental overflow. 
recommends that water delivered 
the faucet 100° and that cold water 
shut off completely the stop valve 
beneath the lavatory. The procedure would 
save substantial amounts water and 
also fuel for heating it. 


TIPS BUYING PAINT 


Unless window more than 100 
size, don’t deduct for when calcu- 
lating how much paint will needed 
particular room. find the require- 
ments, multiply the height each wall 
its length, add the area each wall 
for the total covered.

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How Can Vending Service 
Benefit Your Institutions?

EVER since World War II, Ameri- 
cans have become fascinated and fa- 
miliar with automation devices evi- 
denced television computers, jet 
planes, and various forms 
saving machinery. These have caught 
the public’s attention because they are 
spectacular and unusual. But still an- 
other automation device has made 
tremendous strides the past decade 
without really attracting much atten- 
tion. Gradually, Americans have come 
rely the services vending ma- 
chines readily the gas station, 
drugstore, supermarket. 

What started penny gum and 
candy business today major service 
industry, retailing some billion 
annually variety goods and 
services, and utilizing more than four 
million automatic machines serve the 
public. Because vending primarily 
local service enterprise, few people are 
aware that American vending “auto- 
matic merchandising” began 1886. 
This year the industry celebrating 
its 75th anniversary service the 
public. 

The vending industry has seen con- 
tinuing growth and demand for its serv- 
ices within the past five years. The 
biggest reasons seem that more 
administrators are finding out the many 
things that vending machines can 
for them. Another reason that ma- 
chine manufacturers are providing bet- 
ter and more versatile equipment. Also, 
those who own and operate machines 
are experimenting and learning many 
new ways render better service 
their customers. 

Just what can the vending machine 
for institution?

far smaller. Most high schools already 
have candy, soft drink, milk, fruit 
juice vendors. With the refinement 
sandwich and hot-food vendors, almost 
any high school can utilize vending 
either entire food service 
supplementary service the cafeteria.

For instance, iew 
vending companies can make profit 
sandwich vending, but must 
beverages for their already small 
margin profit. 


Colleges and Seminaries 

College administrators more and more 
are turning vending for 
services. Most campuses provide 
pensers for milk, fruit, ice cream, 
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coffee, soft drinks, candy and gum, 
cigarettes, Kleenex, notebooks, pens and 
pencils, etc. nearly every campus 
throughout the different buildings and 
especially concentrated the student 
union and sports arenas. 

They free college employees for other 
more important tasks. most cases, 
the machines owned, 
stocked, and serviced qualified 
vending specialist (or “operator” the 
vending industry calls him). Thus the 
college institution needs only 
provide the space and clean-up service 
would also have provide 
for “manual” facilities.

With vending machines becoming 
standardized size and attractive 
design, many colleges 
vending snack bars. They require 
college personnel, but are serviced once 
twice day the outside vending 
specialist. many campuses they have 
replaced entirely the snack 


bar setup since the machines now vend 
hot and cold sandwiches, salads, and 
desserts, well chili, stews, and 
soups nutritious and tasty those 
dispensed over the counter. While rela- 
tively few colleges have installed these 
“automatic” cafeterias and snack bars, 
the vending industry anticipates tre- 
mendous growth for them during the 
next three years. 


Hospitals and Other Institutions 

While hospitals have used vending 
minor ways for many years, the 
newest concept the installation 
completely “automatic vending restau- 
rants.” These vending cafeterias, 
course, would used only doctors, 
hospital personnel, and visitors. They 
allow fast food service pleasant sur- 
roundings are real boon for 
the afterhours and night shift when 
regular food service closed. large 
hospital Indiana recently installed 
such facility and reports great savings 
well satisfaction the part 
employees.
